No Disappointment in Him 

Only by continually “looking unto 
Jesus” can we know the “peace of God, 
which passeth all understanding.” There 
is a danger in trying to make current 
events fit into the minor details of 
Prophecy, for time may show that we 





were mistaken, and then we are likely 
to be disappointed. The Lord Jesus and 
the apostles did give us the broad out- 
lines of the condition of the world at 
the end of this age, and it would seem 
that already we are witnesses of the ful- 
fillment of some of their prophecies. But 
in the last fifteen or twenty years some 
outstanding prophetic teachers have been 
mistaken as to details, and many men 
who expected to see the coming of the 
Lord have died. A warning against fix- 
ing our thoughts too much on what is 
happening around us and not enough on 
the Lord Jesus Himself comes from an 
unexpected source. A French devotional 
calendar, “Daily Meditation,” quotes J. 
N. Darby, one of the early Brethren 
(1800-1882). He was known for his strong 
dispensational teaching, and his empha- 
sis on the second coming of Christ. This 
is what he said: “Our eyes should be 
turned away from events, however 
solemn they may be —and they are in 
our days—to be steadily fixed upon 
Christ. Yes, the times are serious, evil 
increases; but all is sure and ordained. 
I am really afraid of the way in which 
many of our beloved brethren are being 
occupied with events, instead of looking 
to Christ and waiting for Him. The Lord 
Himself is the safety of His own; so, 
though the world may follow its course 





as it will, no event can reach Christ. 
We are safe and sound on the sea, if 
only our eyes do not look at the waves 
and our hearts are concentrated upon 
Christ and the things of Christ.” If the 
times were serious in J. N. Darby’s day, 
they are more so in ours. The increas- 
ing, appalling wickedness of men, the 
confusion among rulers, and the mount- 
ing obstacles in Christian work need not 
make us dejected, but should make us 
sober; they should not cast us down into 
discouragement, but should fire our zeal 
to do all we can for God in the time 
that is left to us. The grace of the Lord 
Jesus is sufficient for us at any moment 
and under all circumstances: whether 
we need to struggle on for ten or fif- 
teen years more, whether we are taken 
off by the last enemy, death, as good 
men.have been lately, or whether we are 
to have the great and glorious privilege 
of witnessing the tremendous and awe- 
inspiring spectacle of the coming of the 
Lord. We are not to ignore the beacons 
of prophecy, but our eyes must turn con- 
tinually and habitually to our Pilot Him- 
self. If the love of many grows cold, 
ours must not. We must heed Paul’s 
warning: “Awake to soberness right- 
eously, and sin not; for some have no 
knowledge of God: I speak this to move 
you to shame” (1 Cor. 15:34).

on All Souls’ Day at the gates of Pére 
la Chaise Cemetery. That early in life, 
she adopted as her motto, Job 22:24, 25: 

Throw gold in the dust, 

The gold of Ophir among the stones of 

the streams; 
And the Almighty will be thy gold, 
Thy silver, and thy riches. 
(From the Segond Version in French.) 

It was engraved on her tomb at the end. 

At nineteen she was in full Salvation- 
ist swing. She was of great beauty; also 
a born preacher, with the print of nobil- 
ity. She had a charming personality. 
Which did not at all lessen the Satanic 
hatred against her. This fearless young 
woman faced mobs in Paris and in Swit- 
zerland, as other Salvationist lasses did. 
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“T’ll smash thy pretty face,” cried one 
woman who struck her. At another time 
a virago tore off her bonnet from be- 
hind, giving her at the same instant a 
couple of blows which drew laughter 
from the passers-by. She evangelized 
women in the public laundries, where 
she and her companion were greeted 
with the cries, “Out with you! scare- 
crows, caricatures.” They left with soap 
suds on their clothing and obscene words 
in their ears. War it was! Nadine 
Schindler, her intimate friend, was 
beaten up. “I received a kick in the 
abdomen. I assure you I felt it; it was 
horrible! But Hallelujah! Jesus filled 
me. with peace.” 

Now she evangelized in the Taverne 
d’Enfer, a Paris nightclub which bore out 
its name; now was selling the War Cry 
in the ultrafashionable Café de Paix 
on the Place de l’Opéra. Those were the 
bitter pioneer days. In the theaters they 
were the butt of couplets sung by vaude- 
ville artists. At Carnival times, on the 
Boulevard des Italiens, float figures in 
grotesque and indecent clothing mocked 
them. Those who should have known 
better exhibited the same unchivalric 
hostility. The Countess Agenor de Gas- 
parin, a Christian and gentlewoman of 
gifts, remained until her death an anti- 
Salvationist, wnguibus et rostro (“with 
claws and beak”’). 

The ignorance faced was unbelievable. 
In the pestilential Villette quarter, a 
woman said to her: “Jesus? I never 
heard Him spoken of here.- I am not 
well-acquainted in this part of Paris.” 
One can imagine what the effect of this 
life would be on _ health — returning 
night after night worn out with climbing 
nauseating stairways and listening in- 
cessantly to the epithet, “Hypocrite !” 

Her great intellectual gifts brought her 
before long into the leadership of the 
Salvation Army in France. She evan- 
gelized with her husband, after marriage, 
traveling on bicycles. Then she was 
transferred to Italy. With Salvationist 
Maria Scavia, she penetrated into the 
terrible Porta Ticinese quarter of Milan 
and, having procured the facts first 
hand, went into rich and well-to-do 
circles to tell about the traffic in women, 
about girl-mothers and abandoned chil- 
dren. She spoke in Florence, Milan, 
Rome, and the result was the Villa Sper- 
anza, a reception home for outraged 
girls. 

All this strenuous public activity and 
along with it a mother’s responsibilities ! 
She had six children. For them she 
herself prepared a course of Christian 
instruction with great care, illustrated 
with her own experiences, which made 
it very vivid. She inculcated in them a 
thirst for winning souls rather than for 
making money, and of course all the bar- 
barisms of tobacco and alcohol, of fash- 
ionable toilet and questionable literature 
did not so much as come to mind. Her 
three girls became true daughters of the 
regiment. At the age of twelve, Irene 
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began selling the War Cry from door to 
door and sang in the.streets of Milan. 
Later she and her sister Renée (“re- 
born”) visited the cafés of Lausanne. 
Captain Irene Peyron is at present leader 
in all the difficult labors of the French 
Salvation Army and her two sisters fol- 
low with her. “Nothing more brilliant 
than the career of these Peyron daugh- 
ters,” writes the biographer. “They best 
show the educational power of the 
mother.” 

She edited the French Salvationist 
publications and did it brilliantly. She 
engaged in training officers for the Army. 
One of these, Col. Lucie Studer; said 
of her: “She was our example above all 
others. How many times have I felt 
condemned in seeing with what care, 
what conscientiousness, she, so bril- 
liantly gifted a person, prepared all that 
related to the different activities of her 
ministry and the way in which she ap- 
plied the quality of order to her spir- 
itual life.” She was known for her great 
kindness to her officers, for her solicitude 
for their health and happiness. “Some- 
thing must be done every day,” she 
would say to them. ‘Multiply efforts, 
do not despise any little beginning. Then 
you will see great things! The secret 
of extraordinary action is to love and 
keep one’s heart tender.” 

And this proved to be the case in her 
career. Great things began to emerge. 
A change of sentiment in France became 
noticeable. As early as 1900 Charles 
Gide, in his Report on Social Economy 
to the Exposition of 1900, wrote, “The 
Salvation Army is the most important 
work of social salvation that has yet 
been undertaken,” and up to that time 
its efforts were in the early stages only, 
the admirable ministries of Booth-Hell- 
berg and his wife. Between the years 
1917-1933 came the large scale develop- 
ments which brought to Blanche Peyron 
the decoration of Chevalier of the Legion 
of Honor and from Senator Paul Strauss 
the admiring testimony, “Madame, you 
have conquered Paris.” 

Her long exhausting labors had told 
on her health. She suffered from neu- 
ralgia, rheumatism, weakness of lungs 
and of stomach. Hearing also was 
greatly diminished. Yet, notwithstand- 
ing, she entered bravely the era of phi- 
lanthropy to which she was now called 
of God. When the first World War broke 
out the hostels and foyers of the Salva- 
tion Army were put at the disposition 
of the French Army. They became sleep- 
ing places for the wounded, ambulance 
stations, people’s kitchens, rest centers 
at the front. Her own two sons were in 
the army. There were magnificent Sal- 
vationist foyers (centers) at Lille, 
Strassbourg, Mulhause, Nancy, Rheims, 
Paris, Marseille. Temporary centers fol- 
lowed the army’s advance. They estab- 
lished three colonies in the provinces of 
the Rhone, the Haute-Loire, and in Tarn 
for children threatened by the bombard- 
ments. .These varied war enterprises, 
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organized by the Peyrcns, evoked the 
warmest praise from Marshal Foch and 
other French commanders, 

When peace came they reorganized 
their work in Alsace-Lorraine, in ten 
years doubling the number of officers. - 
They also opened shelters for the home- 
less in Mulhause, Le Havre, Valenciennes, 
Rheims, Marseille, Lille, and Metz, and 
developed many other institutions.

Notes on Open Letters 


Did the Ties ‘Qiao 
Christ's Deity? 


In the January. 29 paper, I saw on 
page (7) 91 under the historical setting, 
verse by verse exposition, on the lesson 
for Feb. 13 “Jesus faces opposition” 
verses 6 & 7 of Mark 2, reasong in their 
hearts, these words printed, “and they 
were right if He were not God in- 
carnate.” 

The word if should never be printed 
nor spoken, nor even thought of in 
connection with Christ’s Deity. 

In a number of places, I’ve also saw 
the wrong letter in a word, which 
tended toward perverting the truth of 
the Scripture. 

Would you kindly scan your articles, 
for perfection in details, and to keep 
Bible standards raised—A devoted 
Bible student, 

Dr. Ironside correctly used the sub- 
junctive of the verb “to be” in the sen- 
tence under criticism. He wrote: “From 
the standpoint of the scribes, the words 
of Jesus were utterly blasphemous, and 
they were right if he were not God in- 
carnate, who could speak with divine 
authority.” Two good handbooks on 
grammar and writing give the following: 
“Use the subjunctive mood to express a 
condition contrary to fact”; “Most edu- 
cated and intelligent writers use the 
subjunctive mode for a wish, volition, or 
a condition improbable or contrary to 
fact.”! The clause, “if He were not 
God incarnate” implies a condition con- 
trary to fact, for He was “God incarnate.” 

This is a grammatical construction fre- 
quently used in Scripture. Paul uses it 
repeatedly in the. great passage on the 
Resurrection in 1 Corinthians 15, as when 
he said, “And if Christ be not risen, then 
is our preaching vain, and your faith is 
also vain” (v. 14). Throughout that pas- 
sage Paul is not questioning the fact of 
the Resurrection, but impressing upon 
the minds of the Corinthian Christians 
the futility of life if Christ’s resurrection 
were not a fact. 

The “devoted Bible student’s” letter, 
received just recently, has been printed 
as it was written; and since it was anony- 
mous, no reply could be sent to the 
writer.

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|. Abounding Lawlessness and Abating Love 


A timely warning of a danger that is already in the Church 





“And because iniquity shall abound, 
the love of many shall wax cold” (Matt. 
24:12). 

Tivom are those who preach aplenty 
from the Sermon on the Mount — 
and well they may—but some of 

them grow strangely silent about the 

Olivet discourse. While we may differ 

as to some of the details, certainly a 

sermon that begins with the words, 

“Take heed that no man deceive you,” 

was never meant to confuse but to clarify 

its subject. 

Our Lord points out several things 
that “many” will be doing in the last 
days. Many shall be offended and shall 
betray and hate one another (v. 10). 
Many shall stumble, fall away, turn from 
Jesus, like Demas and Phygellus and 
Hermogenes long ago. Because persecu- 
tion shall arise many shall be offénded. 
In another connection Jesus said, 
“Blessed is he, whosoever shall not be- 
offended.in me” (Matt. 11:6). Our Lord 
is either a sanctuary or a stumbling- 
stone, and in the last days it will be 
easy to find in Him an occasion for 
stumbling. 

Many false prophets shall arise and 
shall ‘deceive many (vs. 5, 11). It is 
easy to deceive a gullible generation that 
will not believe the truth. Paul tells us 
that ‘these deceivers will lead captive 
silly women. Never have false teachers 
had stich a‘‘picnic leading astray the 
very people who boast of their shrewd- 
ness. : 

But I am concerned just now with 
the third “many.” “And because iniquity 
shall abound, the love of many shall 
wax cold” (v. 12). Here is a double- 
barreled description of these times, and 
since “iniquity” means “lawlessness,” 
what we have is abounding lawlessness 
and abating love. 

“Lawlessness shall abound.” For fur- 
ther information, read any newspaper, 
listen to the radio, scan the magazines, 
the best-sellers, just stand on any street 
corner and look and listen. Iniquity 
does not just exist, it abounds. There 
is more of it than ever, it is more ex- 
tensive and more excessive. Men love 
everything but righteousness, and fear 
everything but God. 


A Mark of Human Depravity 


This lawlessness begins in the home 
where “there is a generation that curseth 
their father, and doth not bless their 
mother” (Prov. 30:11). Paul tells us that 
an outstanding mark of human depravity 
is disobedience to parents (Rom. 1:30), 
and it is also a mark of the last days 
(2:Tim. 3:2). Although at twelve years 
of_age our Lord could confound the wise 
men in the Temple, He returned to.Naza- 





Among the signs of the last days are 
a growing coldness among Christians 
toward one another and indifference 
to sin. The two go together and 
creep into individual hearts and 
churches unobserved. Mr. Havner 
deals with these enemies in this first 
of a series of three articles.

reth and “was subject” for many years 
to Joseph and Mary. What a lesson for 
this generation of young rebels spurning 
parental authority ! 

This lawlessness is fostered by modern 
pedagogy which frowns at discipline and 
would make obsolete such words as 
“obedience” and “duty.” Nothing must 
be allowed to thwart the personality de- 
velopment of the youngster lest he be 
hampered, hindered, and inhibited. The 
dangers of repression are magnified and 
self-expression is the big idea. These 
wiseacres forget that it is the steam re- 
pressed in the cylinders that drives the 
locomotive, not the steam expressed in 
the whistle. 

So, what with no discipline at home 
or in school, we have a crop of juvenile 
delinquents and teen-age gangsters of 
the comic-book culture. The mystery of 
lawlessness that was already at work in 
Paul’s day has honeycombed art and 
literature, business and society, religion 
and politics, and only the Restrainer, the 
Holy Spirit, keeps our world from be- 
ing submerged in anarchy. When that 
restraint is removed, one might as well 
try to dam up Niagara Falls with tooth- 
picks as to stem the tide of lawlessness 
now abounding. 

Of course it all springs from the cor- 
rupt human heart, deceitful and desper- 
ately wicked, and the carnal mind at 
enmity with God. Liberal theologians 
who laughed at sin a few years ago, now 
terrified by the wreck of this civiliza- 
tion, but still too proud to admit their 
heresy — even they must now acknowl- 
edge the truth of Romans 1 spread across 
every newspaper. 

“Because iniquity shall abound, the love 
of many shall ‘wax cold.” With -abound- 
ing lawlessness comes abating love. 
Observe that it is not zeal but love that 
waxes cold. Paul had zeal when he per- 
secuted the Church. One may give his 
goods to the poor and his body to be 
burned and have not love. Sardis had 
zeal, a name to be alive. Ephesus was 
aggressive and energetic, no doubt, but 
had left her first love. 

Nor do we read that because lawless- 
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ness shall abound, the doctrine of many 
shall wax modernistic. It will, of course, 
but that is not what is in mind here. 
Some of the saints are as straight as a 
gunbarrel doctrinally and just as empty 
spiritually. Ephesus hated the deeds of 
the Nicolaitanes; her theology was sound. 
There are those who love to argue about 
the Abomination of Desolation and the 
Great Tribulation in this same chapter of 
our text, but who seem to have over- 
looked this verse and are not grieved 
over their coldness of heart. 

The sense of this verse is really that 
the love of most Christians will wax cold, 
Weymouth puts it: “Because of the 
spread of lawlessness the love of the 
great majority will grow cold.” Moffatt 
has it, “And in most of you love will 
grow cold by the increase of iniquity.” 
The new Revised Standard Version reads, 
“And because wickedness is multiplied, 
most men’s love will grow cold.” “When 
the Son of man cometh, shall he find 
faith on the earth?” (Luke 18:8.) Cer- 
tainly He will not find much love. 

We are living in a strange and weird 
hour. A sinister and Satanic atmosphere 
pervades the world. The god of this 
age knows that his time is short and 
the powers. of darkness are working 
overtime. The lines are drawn, the 
issue is Christ or Antichrist, and we 
have on one hand a demonstration of 
the Spirit and on the other a demon- 
stration of the Devil. 


Satan’s Soothing Deception 


It is a tired and weary world. The 
journey is too great for us all. Men’s 
hearts fail them for fear. On top of 
the physical and mental languor there 
is poured ‘out a spirit of deep sleep. 
Satan is out to disable the body, deceive 
the mind, and discourage the spirit. He 
tells sinners they are safe, and he tells 
saints they are lost. 

In such an hour it is not easy to keep 
the heart-fires burning. I have discov- 
ered Christians whom I have known for 
years gradually cooling off in their love 
toward God. - Often in Christian homes 
it is difficult to talk on spiritual things. 
Talk anything else, and it would take 
several shorthand experts to keep up 
with the conversation; talk of Christ, 
and one would think he was sitting up 
with a corpse, 

When love toward Christ abates, love 
of the brethren dies. This badge by 
which we know that we have passed 
from death to life and by which all men 
know that we are His disciples is con- 
spicuous for its absence. Tertullian could 
never write that it is said of us, “How 
those Christians love each other!” If

America.— First in Guatemala! 

The Rev. Israel Garcia, a young 
preacher from Puerto Rico, was invited 
by the Young People’s Society of the 
Central Presbyterian Church in the capi- 
tal city to hold meetings. This church 
is opposite the presidential palace in the 
main square and has many of the pro- 
fessional classes and public servants in 
its congregation. He also preached in 
the penitentiary. At least 240 persons 
made profession of faith at these various 
meetings. 

Followed nine weeks of campaigning 
in cities of Colombia. Here was a new 
openness to hear the Gospel. A student 
Gospel team from Costa Rica Bible Semi- 
nary co-operated, and meetings were 
held in Magangue, Monteria, Sincelejo, 
and Cartagena. More than 400 accepted 
Christ and were instructed individually 
in after-meetings. 

Latin America Mission evangelists 
Archilla and Nelson have held similar 
meetings in Venezuela — at Caracas, San 
Juan de los Morros, Ciudad Bolivar, and 
Maracay, with 110 conversions. 

In Magangue, Colombian pcrt on the 
Magdalena River, Garcia and Strachan’s 
meetings drew crowds that overfilled the 
meeting place every night. In Monteria, 
a city of 35,000, some 65 were dealt with 
in the instruction meeting afterward. 
Neighboring towns were visited in each 
locality with gratifying results. 

In Sincelejo, a large city, the meetings 
were also fruitful with conversions. The 
Garcia-Strachan campaign closed in the 
historic seaport city of Cartagena, where, 
despite an intense Catholic atmosphere, 
over a hundred persons took a stand for 
Christ. The high light of the Archilla- 
Nelson campaign in Venezuela was a 
week of meetings in the downtown Pres- 
byterian church of Caracas, the nation’s 
capital. The evangelists found there a 
spirit of real receptivity. 

Similar campaigns, in co-operation 
with local missionary agencies, are plan- 
ned by the Latin America Mission for 
other parts of Colombia and in other 
republics of South and Central America.

Contemporary Christian Biography.— 
The death of Mrs. H. W. Peabody re- 
moves one greatly useful in the last gen- 
eration, as certainly a born leader of 
women as Frances Willard or Susan B. 
Anthony. She labored in many fields 
—in early life as teacher of the deaf 
in a New York State institution, then as 
missionary in Madras, and later as sec- 
retary for many years of the Women’s 
Baptist Foreign Mission Society. She 
was the leading spirit in the founding 
Association of Baptists for World 








Evangelism; also of the Central Commit- 
tee for United Study of Foreign Missions, 
which continued for thirty-eight years 
and distributed over four million books. 
In the development of Summer Schools 
for Mission Study she also led and later 
in life initiated winter mission conven- 
tions in Florida. 

With her alter ego, Mrs. Montgomery, 
she started in 1890 the movement for a 
definite day for united prayer for mis- 
sions, which developed into the World 
Day of Prayer, now observed in many 
thousand churches. For years she edited 
and published, largely at her own ex- 
pense, a monthly with the title of Every- 
land, designed to bring children in dif- 
ferent countries into contact. In 1920 
she became chairman of the committee 
to secure buildings and equipment for 
seven colleges for women in Japan, 
China, and India, raising three millions to 
that end. Among these was Dr. Scud- 
der’s Medical College for Women at Vel- 
lore. 

The writer came into touch with Mrs. 
Peabody when she started the Women’s 
National Committee for Law Enforce- 
ment. For twelve years she served as 
its chairman, giving time, strength, and 
money to the defense of National Pro- 
hibition. In her old age (76) she made 
the long journey to India to attend the 
twentieth anniversary of the Medical 
College, of which she was a director, 
one which by that time had graduated 
300 women doctors and as many trained 
nurses. 

Certainly a good steward of the mani- 
fold grace of God, a worker in many 
fields, and in each effective and suc- 
cessful. Together with great energy and 
sagacity, she was known for her de- 
lightful personal charm. Now she rests 
from her labors. 


The Christian Business Men’s Com- 
mittee is having regional conferences to 
interest and enlist Christian business- 
men in the movement — two in Ontario; 
one in the chocolate town, Hershey, Pa.; 
in Chicago; Mt. Hermon, Calif.; and else- 
where. As a result of the national con- 
vention last year in Washington, letters 
and telephone calls continue to come 
from businessmen who want to know 
more’ about the organization and how 
to join. “Our luncheons are now at- 
tended by many businessmen who never 
before attended. Our own members 
have been strengthened spiritually.” 

Reports from the field show extensive 
activity, meetings in jails, in county 
poorhouses, old people’s homes, hospitals: 
backing of the Youth for Christ move- 
ment, newspaper evangelism, radio 
broadcasts, children’s evangelism, Bible 
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courses in Y.M.C.A.’s; mailing out tracts, 
teaching Bible classes, and so on. An 
Indian was converted in the Tulare road 
camp, California. “Some weeks later. 
hearing that our pastor was going to 
Arizona to work among Indians, he asked 
to go with him to help in evangelism,’ 
In East Forks, North Dakota, “our newly 
elected sheriff, Mr. Halvorsen, is a born. 
again Christian, and takes part in our 
jail meetings.” Montreal plans a cam. 
paign to enlist “every born-again man 
in the city.” 


In the journal of the American Insti- 
tute of Electrical Engineers for Novem. 
ber, 1948, is an article on “Great Per- 
sonalities in the Fields of Electrical and 
Magnetic Measurements,” by Prof. J. T. 
MacGregor-Morris. It closes with some 
remarks on the Christian life of some 
of these great engineers. 

“It is not usual,” he said, “to talk 
about such things here, but I must be 
true to my colors. I should like. to read 
an extract from an ode which Hans An- 
dersen, the author of the fairy tales, 
wrote on Oerstad, the discoverer of the 
magnetic effect cf an electric cu”rent, 
“When to thy mind there flashed the light- 


ning thought, 
The realm of science, wondrous in the 


blaze, 

Revealed such treasures in the truth you 
taught 

That men before its beauty bowed and 
sought 

A path to its Creator by your ways. 


“Turning now to Prof. Silvanus 
Thompson —he was a member of the 
Society of Friends. Lord Kelvin 
was an humble communicant. Sir Am- 
-krose Fleming, my old chief, . . . was 
an earnest Christian, as was also Prof 
Clerk Maxwell. Here are five names 
that should make those who doubt, won- 
der whether truth does not lie in that 
direction. What we seek for scientifi- 
cally is truth, and we must seek for 
truth also in the moral and spiritual 
wet... < 


One great trouble in American church 
life is that organizations supposed to be 
doing its work have gone stale. They 
absorb large sums of money, but accom- 
plish little. The Knights of Columbus 
are driving through a great program in 
advertisements looking to the conversion 
of unintelligent Protestants. There ought 
to be a countermovement. 

This is just what Christ’s Mission to 
Roman Catholics is doing. Its leaders 
are planning a Protestant Information 
Project at their new address, 160 Fifth 
Ave., New York 10, not only to. answer 
the floods of mail that are now coming 
to them asking about the Knights’ the- 
ology and church history, but to start @

positive program of evangelism through 
advertisements if possible. They have 
a corps of ex-priests well equipped for 
this purpose. The leader is to be the 
Rev. P. J. Doeswyk, who was ordained 
a priest in the diocese of Omaha in 1933, 
but ,who resigned from the priesthood 
in 1938, as a consequence of study of 
Scripture and of church history. His 
equipment for this enterprise is strength- 
ened by. earlier experience as library 
research worker and librarian. 

These men are experts. They are re- 
liable evangelicals. They love Roman 
Catholics and want to deliver them from 
spiritual bondage; also to spring the 
traps which the Roman authorities are 
setting for Protestants. To do an ade- 
quate work requires finance. Subscrip- 
tions to such comatose organizations as 
Federal and church councils might well 
be transferred to agencies such as 
Christ’s Mission, which are alive, well- 
managed, economical, aggressive, intel- 
ligent. 

Knights of Columbus propaganda 
draws in thousands of names that are 
handed over to Roman agencies as pos- 
sible converts. “If adequate means are 
supplied,” writes Dr. Lehmann, editor of 
the Converted Catholic Magazine, “we 
plan to set forth boldly in the secular 
press and magazines the correct teaching 
and the positive power of evangelical 
Christianity as opposed to the errors of 
Rome.” This is mission work on a grand 
scale. 

I have spoken of church councils and 
their oft infirmities. The New Haven 
Council of Churches last Christmas 
joined with the Knights of Columbus 
in-erecting a Romish créche on the New 
Haven Green at a cost of $1,000. Thus 
do they certify to their belief in the 
trustworthiness of Knights of Columbus 
propaganda. And poor church goons 
pay the bill! 

It may be added that this créche cult 
seems to be a planned type of penetra- 
tion. Last Christmas a crib was placed 
by Roman Catholics close by the Nel- 
son Monument in Trafalgar Square, Lon- 
don. Carols were sung by a Roman 
Catholic choir and a collection taken 
for Roman Catholic purposes. 


At the second annual missionary con- 
ference at Northwestern Schools, Min- 
heapolis, six hundred of the students 
pledged themselves for foreign mission 
service. The entire student body is 1,100. 

The first broadcast over the school 
radio went out on the seventh of Feb- 
Tuary. In the preceding September, the 
1,100 students of Northwestern pledged 
$40,000 for its erection. This pledge they 
have fulfilled, with not a single weekly 
offering taken for the station going un- 
der the $1,000 mark. They have secured 
an active Christian layman, who for 
twenty years has been in radio, for KTIS 
manager, 


. Tyranny in Oregon.—The Northern 


’ Baptist Convention last year passed leg- 
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islation penalizing constituent churches 
which turned their mission contributions 
over to the new Conservative Baptist 
Foreign Mission Society. In the Oregon 
State Convention the Mods are follow- 
ing the same line. These ecclesiastical 
politicians call themselves “loyalists,” 
but their loyalty is to the Convention 
rather than primarily to evangelical 
truth. By maneuvering, they have gained 
control of.the State Convention’s board 
of directors, which control they have 
later strengthened by partisan appoint- 
ments on Convention committees. 

This board of directors has introduced 
a  disenfranchising resolution which 
changes the basis for seating delegates 
—an illegal move, for Article 8 of the 
Convention constitution forbids “radical 
departure of policy without the author- 
ity of the Convention.” 

Their autocratic decree was that only 
such churches as contribute 25 per cent 
of their gifts to the Northern Baptist 
Convention should have right of repre- 
sentation in the Oregon State Conven- 
tion. 

The move was directly protested by 
four out of the seven local associations, 
two of the others having met too early 
likewise to register their protest. 

The Credentials and Enrollment Com- 
mittee of the State Convention having 
been packed with “loyalists” (machine 
men) sent out letters to thirty Oregon 
churches (with a total of 222 delegates) 
informing them that they did not longer 
qualify as members in good standing. 
Yet some of them were giving much 
more than 25 per cent of their gifts to 
the Northern Convention. 

The disfranchised churches were given 
no opportunity for a public hearing or 
an appeal to the State Convention then 
in session. We may also note that when 
the chairman of the Oregon Conserva- 
tive Baptist Fellowship asked permission 
to bring a stenographer to a board meet- 
ing at the First Baptist Church, the pas- 
tor stood at the door and denied en- 
trance to the stenographer, who had 
been secured .to insure an accurate 
record. 


One of the first things the purged Con- 
vention did was to endorse a Modernist 
in West China Union University by re- 
scinding a resolution which had been 
passed overwhelmingly in 1947 request- 
ing the recall of this missionary. They 
even voted to apologize to the mission- 
ary for his censure, although the Con- 
vention constitution declares one leading 
purpose of the Convention to be to “op- 
pose any teaching in our schools or 
churches which departs from these 
{evangelical] doctrines.” 

It may be added that when this Uni- 
tarianizer in a mission college was ex- 
tolling Confucius, one of his Chinese 
students said in rebuke, “If you think 
Confucius was such a great man, why 
don’t you go back and tell the people in 
the Unifed States about him?” 
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Cardinal Mindszenty has _ received 
world-wide advertisement as a martyr, 
but the leaders of five Protestant church 
bodies in Hungary have issued a state- 
ment declaring that the arrest of the 
Cardinal “was the outcome of a politi- 
cal effort, disguised as a struggle for 
religious liberty.” They have also ap- 
pealed to members of Protestant 
churches outside Hungary and in the 
interests of Hungarian Protestantism “to 
separate the cause of the [Christian] 
church from the Mindszenty case.” 

Mindszenty is the church end of feud- 
alism in, Hungary as Prince Esterhazy 
that of the landholding nobility. But 
feudalism in Hungary is doomed. It has 
a long history of oppression and ex- 
ploitation in both spheres of church and 
aristocracy. The story of the downfall 
of the ancien regime in France is here 
being re-enacted, and although one likes 
Bolshevist as little as Jacobin, one is 
not required to shed tears over the loss 
of schools by the church or of land by 
the Hungarian aristocracy. Cardinals are 
not ayerse to political intrigues, and this 
one confesses to engaging in them. 

Anyway when priests and revolution- 
ists fall out, honest Baptists get their 
due, at least they do this time. The 
president of the Baptist Union of Hun- 
gary, Mr. Somogyi, a signer of the above 
appeal, reports liberty for preaching and 
instruction of young people and for mis- 
sion and charitable activities. Each week, 
for half an hour, the government-con- 
trolled Radio Budapest is giving time 
for the broadcasting of the Gospel. Each 
denomination has been asked to partici- 
pate in the program, and Baptists are 
taking active part in bringing the Gos- 
pel to Hungary’s masses. Bibles are 
being printed in Hungary for the first 
time in history, with the aid of the great 
Bible societies abroad. No one is de- 
nied the right to.worship God, to pray, 
or to assemble in small and large groups. 
At a recent Baptist rally near Budapest 
there were 2,500 in attendance. 


The Mindszenty episode throws sharp 
light on the ability of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church to propagandize itself and 
its cause. We have seen its demonstra- 
tions about the Waldorf-Astoria and the 
crowds of its adherents kneeling on Park 
Avenue. In Paris the great Vélodrome 
d’Hiver was filled with a similar dem- 
onstration which mobilized 25,000 people, 
with others outside. Yet the Cardinal 
was traitor to the state. According to 
the New York Post of December 29, 
1948, he visited the United States and 
informed Cardinal Spellman of an ar- 
rangement by which the Archduke ‘Otto, 
pretender to the Austro-Hungarian 
throne, should head a Catholic state in 
Central Europe to be supported by the 
United States after the third world war. 
It will be remembered in this connec- 
tion that on May 28, 1944, the Archduke 
Otto, who through Spellman’s good of- 
fices was exempted from the draft, was, 
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with his brother, Archduke Felix, placed 
on thrones in St. Patrick’s, New York, 
at a pontifical Mass. A Czech, who re- 
membered Austrian-Hapsburg oppres- 
sion of his people, retaliated by throwing 
three eggs at the near-by Cardinal. 

Prayers for Cardinal Mindszenty and 
a special pastoral letter, describing him 
as a Christian martyr, were read in the 
Episcopal churches, Long Island. These 
“sympathizing tears” are premature. 
Mindszenty is a thorough-paced reaction- 
ary and enemy of popular freedom, who 
signed with the Horthy regime the Con- 
cordat which gave his church a priv- 
ileged position such as it holds in Spain 
under Franco. The root of the matter is, 
ecclesiastical power-politics and Roman- 
ism are at present, in Hungary and Po- 
land, on the losing side. 


There is a Bible school at Beatenberg 
in German Switzerland, the director of 
which is Mr. S. Wasserzug. There is 
also a new evangelical seminary at Aix 
in the south of France, which takes the 
place of those which have been cor- 
rupted with rationalism. Mr. Wasserzug 
is a distinguished Hebrew scholar, and, 
for his attainments in this direction, the 
Aix faculty has made him a doctor of 
theology. He is an old man now, and 
was unable to travel down to Provence 
to receive the doctorate, so the faculty 
at Aix journeyed to Switzerland to make 
the presentation. In his allocution, Dean 
Lamorte said: 

“Tf Mr. Wasserzug can be classified 
among the rare Hebrew scholars of our 
time, and if, because of this, he is eru- 
dite and even a savant, he is not pro- 
fessor in any faculty nor has he pub- 
lished theological works susceptible of 
bringing him a doctoral parchment. 
But, and it is this which gives to this 
ceremony its exceptional value, Mr. 
Wasserzug, Hebrew scholar as he is, is 
also one of the most astonishing spir- 
itual personalities of our time, ranking 
with Moody and Saillens. His long life 
of. apostolic labors among students in 
Germany and Switzerland and the mag- 
nificent fruits of this long apostolate of 
prayer and labor are, without doubt, 
most convincing proofs of the unique 
power of the undiminished Gospel, one 
of the most beautiful testimonies to the 
cross of Christ. Of all this, God alone 
can. fix the worth. It is not paid for in 
university titles. Nevertheless, it is this 
above all that the faculty of Aix has 
considered, approved, and underscored, 
it is a tribute rendered not only to sci- 
ence but to the faith and fidelity of a 
man of God. 

“We well know, that soon, ina setting 
infinitely more beautiful than even 


Beatenberg, amid the marvelous accents 
of angelic song, in the heavenly Jeru- 
salem, you will receive a promotion far 
higher and more beautiful than that of 
‘doctor.’ It will be that of doulos agathos 
kai pistos, ‘good and faithful servant.’ 
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The reply of the aged saint was felici- 
tous: 

“It would be banal to say simply, 
‘Thank you,’ or even, ‘Thank you with 
all my heart.’ To understand my grati- 
tude it is needful for you to know him 
whom you address. 

“The Apostle Paul, that giant among 
the great ones of the Kingdom, cried 
out on a certain occasion at Lystra, 
‘Why do ye these things? Wé also are 
men [as you].’ Paul, a manasus. Read- 
ing attentively his Letters, we discover 
the line of his heart, the spiritual line 
which counts, the line of the Holy Spirit. 

“Taught by the Holy Spirit, the apos- 
tle discloses his spiritual development. 
What an encouragement for us that Paul, 
the great apostle, became, and was not 
originally, the ambassador of Christ we 
know. In his First Letter to the Corin- 
thians, he tells us what he thought of 
himself as apostle. Addressing one of 
the elders of the church, he says: 

“*Take parchment and pen and write 
a list of the apostles you know. Begin 
with Peter, James, and John, and when 
you have finished, if there is still room, 
at the end, and in very small letters, 
write my name, Paul, the least of the 
apostles, not worthy to be called an 


-apostle.’ 


“(Paul, you are not the least of the 
apostles. Far below thee, behold me, 
Wasserzug, not worthy to be an ambas- 
sador of Christ.) 

“Some years later, writing to the Ephe- 
sians on the mystery of the body of 
Christ, the saints in Christ, Paul makes 
like judgment of himself. 

“*Take pen, dear elder, and make a 
list of saints you know, and far down, 
if you still have room, write Paul, the 
least of saints.’ 

“(Paul, lower still, behold me, Was- 
serzug.) “ 

“A little later he writes to his son 
Timothy, ‘Thou knowest that Jesus 
Christ has come to save sinners. Take 
parchment and make a list of sinners 
you know, and at the head of the list 
write, Paul, the chief of sinners.’ 

“(Paul, you are not Number One. It 
is Wasserzug. My dear Dean, my dear 
colleagues, if you had known this Was- 
serzug in such a way, would you have 
given him a doctorate? Would you 
have taken this difficult journey to pre- 
sent to him his diploma?) 

“Let us return to the apostle. It is 
not the last word about himself. ‘Tim- 
othy, give me thy pen, red ink, and the 
list of the apostles.’ A ray of deep joy 
illumes his face, and with a firm, hand 
he writes these words: ‘By the grace of 
God, Paul an ambassador of Christ; Paul 
a saint in Jesus Christ.’ Now for the 
list of sinners. By the grace of God, 
a sinner washed in the blood of the dy- 
ing lamb.. He must increase and I de- 
crease. 

“(That has been Paul’s life experience, 
and it is mine. Now will you take back 
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your diploma? You have given it to an 
ambassador of Christ, washed in the 
blood, saved by grace. 

“When the Lord does anything, how 
beautiful it is! how perfect! By the 
grace of God, I am an ambassador, and 
you ambassadors, of Christ. Blessed be 
his name.)” 


The Sinarquists of Mexico represent 
the Jesuit reaction in that land, and one 
notes approving pictures of them in the 
Jesuit organ, America. They use strong. 
arm tactics, and promote anti-Protestant 
missions. In homes, one now frequently 
sees the sign on doors, “Este hogar es 
Catolico y rechaza toda propaganda pro- 
testante” (“This home is Catholic, and 
rejects all Protestant propaganda”). One 
also sees in some communities the an- 
swering announcement on doors, “This 
home is Christian, and everyone is wel- 
come.” The Sinarquists are the spear- 
head of political Romanism. Benito 
Juarez, Mexico’s President Washington, 
nationalized church property and estab- 
lished freedom of religion. So the Sin. 
arquists have just desecrated his statue 
in Alameda Park, Mexico City, as Irish 
Catholics have the statue of William the 
Third in Dublin. 


Acts 16:29— “Then he . . . came trem- 
bling, and fell down before Paul and 
Silas” (A.D. 53, at Philippi). In Hirna, 
Abyssinia, 1948, we have a similar scene: 

Not long ago a young man, converted 
nearly two years ago at the Daily Vaca- 
tion Bible School in Addis Ababa, went 
on trek in the Chercher Province with 
two friends. In one town the chief im- 
prisoned him for three days. On being 
released, the evangelists moved to Hirna, 
arriving at the time of a Coronation Day 
gathering in the market place. They 
were asked to preach to the crowd, in- 
cluding priests of the Coptic church and 
Government officials from the whole 
area, After hearing, the chief who had 
imprisoned the preacher now fell at his 
feet, asking his pardon, and declaring 
that he now believed the Gospel.

So does it 
cater to the little underworld in men’s 
hearts, 

The book, “One Increasing Purpose,” 
by B. A. Garside (Fleming H. Revell 
Co., New York 10; $3.75), presenting the 
life of Mr. Luce’s father, is just out. Oné 
would recommend it rather than the Life 
the son edits. For the father was an 
associate of Wilder and Speer in Student 
Volunteer days, and for years a useful 
servant of Christ in China. The son is 
a trustee of Union Theological Semi- 
nary!. There is a great gulf between 
these two types of “religion.”

ities toward the Salvation Army also 
began to change. The epic of» the 
“Palaces” now began. A new page 
opened. 

There were more than five thousand 
homeless and shelterless men in Paris, 
Hundreds slept in barrooms, paying by 
the purchase of a liter of wine. With 
the audacity of faith, the Peyrons bought 
a property on the Rue des Cordeliéres, 
the site of an old Franciscan monastery, 
with 308 rooms, a dining hall, rest room, 
and all the equipment. They called for 
public subscription. The press took the 
matter up. Mr. Gaston Doumergues, the 
President of the Republic, lent his in- 
fluential support. In four months all 
was ready. At the inauguration, high 
personaliiies of the French Government 
were present. 


Women, too, needed help. M. Georges 
Pi¢ot had said there were only a thou- 
sand honest beds for a hundred thousand 
women. The Peyrons bought an aban- 
doned hotel for men, which the wife of a 
sugar magnate, Madame Lebaudy, had 
built. It. was.a staggering venture, but 
what a great capitalist failed to do, they 
accomplished. This Palace for Women 
had 743 rooms and three and a half mil- 
lion francs were needed for its purchase. 
At the same time the Salvation Army 
must continue all its other varied enter- 
prises. Every type of appeal was used; 
the country was stirred; people in all 
walks of life co-operated. The cost of 
furnishing brought the required amount 
up to seven million franes. It was 
reached,! It is interesting to note that 
this Palace for Women was also built 
on a.convent site, that of the Filles de 
la Croix, Dominican preaching sisters, 
if you please ! 


Other works of great variety followed 
—for Russians exiled in Paris, for pris- 
oners on Devil's Island. A floating ship 
for housing night wanderers was equip- 
ped and anchored in the Seine not far 
from Notre Dame. Then came the great- 
est of all, a City of Refuge. The cost 
of building it was ten million francs. 
The first two million was collected from 
door to door by Salvationist solicitors. 
It was not an easy time to beg. The war 
had left the country financially ex- 
hausted and this exhaustion was still 
felt. In December, 1933, the City of 
Refuge was opened by M. Le Brun, the 
President of the Republic. But Mme. 
Peyron was not there. “This true spir- 
itual leader, this mother of the French 
Salvation Army, this inspirer of social 
action, had been in the tomb many 
months, slain by cancer and by the for- 
midable tasks which had exhausted her, 
a8 a mother at times dies of the dear 
Creature she has borne.” 
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Fine it is for a mother. to. have.a.son 
to witness to her goodness and her great- 
ness.. At a memorial service in the Salle 
Gavreau, Paris, M. Emmanuel Peyron 
closed his address with these words: 


“Three years ago, one Sunday evening, 
in the little hall of ‘the Bastille, -filled 
with men and women, my mother spoke 
with ‘a clarity, a poetic quality, and a 
power that made her hearers vibrate as 
though she had infused her own soul into 
them. This is what she said: 


“*The Holy City of the Apocalypse 
hada great and high wall with twelve 
gates —.on the east, three, on the north, 
three; on the south, three, on the west, 
three. 


. 

““The sun rose on the eastern gates. 
Through them [she said] enter in those 
who from infancy have known and loved 
God.”’..She was one of those, an elect 
of the.rising’ sun. Even her tomb in 
the mountain rock faces the dawn. 


“*Then there are the doors of the 
north. By these enter in the intellec- 
tuals, those who have found God by 
thought... The south is warmth and 
beauty. Through the south doors others 
have gone. into the holy city, attracted 
by its beauty and light. From the. west 
come storms. Those who enter through 
western gates into Heaven have been led 
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to God by the tempests of life, its tor- 
ments, its great sufferings.’ 

“T have thought in these last days how 
much these words of my mother and this 
passage in the Revelation are a symbol 
and summation of all her life. 

“She brought in souls by all doors. 
She brought in her children and the 
nieces she raised, by the gates of the 
east. And the doors of the north—how 
many intellectuals owe their salvation to 
this lofty mind who understood them 
and knew how to show them the way! 
She led crowds to the gates of the south 
by her charm and purity. And the 
crowds of the west! How many nights 
she passed in prayer, without sleep, seek- 
ing a refuge for them! She always 
found it by means of her energetic good- 
ness, but often with such pains that we 
know it was before these western gates 
that she exhausted her strength. She 
has fallen in front of the western gates 
in the midst of combat. Now, lucid to 
the last second, her great eyes open, she 
has crossed the doors of the rising sun 
She is one of Heaven’s immortals.”

tens, and monkeys. How sad, when 
Christians, who should not have a worry 
in the world, become so concerned about 
the problems of life, so engrossed with 
their own ideas as to how God: should 
run the world, that they can’t sit down 
a little moment and have a good laugh 
at their own ludicrous selves.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 
HAT sacred and precious mem- 
W ories cluster about that upper 
room in Jerusalem, where Jesus 
spent the evening of His last day with 
His disciples before He went out to Geth- 
semane, to the judgment halls of Caia- 
phas, Pilate, and Herod, and thence to 
the bitter cross! How much it meant 
to His loving heart to have the little 
company of His chosen ones gathered 
about Him as together they ate the Pass- 
over and later He washed their feet, thus 
illustrating His work as _ advocate, 
cleansing His own from the defiling in- 
fluences of the world, then instituting 
that holiest of all ordinances which we 
call the Lord’s Supper! The discourse 
following is reported only by John, but 
Mark gives us enough to stir our souls 
and draw our hearts out in worship as 
we contemplate Him who was the cen- 
ter of that little group whose lives were 
to mean so much to all mankind in the 
years to come. 

The Passover was the annual memo- 
rial of Israel’s protection in Egypt when 
the judgment of God fell in terrible in- 
tensity upon that guilty kingdom. But 
it was more than that. It was a type of 
the salvation wrought for us by the death 
of Christ (1 Cor. 5:7, 8). The unleavened 
bread spoke of the holiness of behavior 
that should characterize those redeemed 
by the blood of the slain Lamb. The 
Lord’s Supper is the memorial of that 
death which Christ endured on our be- 
half. It brings to our minds anew the 
one all-sufficient sacrifice of Calvary. It 
is not, in itself, a sacrifice — for no other 
now need be offered. But it helps us 
to recall from time to time what we are 
so prone to forget: the great cost at 


which we have been redeemed to God.

The Historical Setting 

The Lord ate the Passover with His 
disciples on the first evening of the day 
on which He fulfilled the type by dying 
in our stead. The Jewish day began 
at sunset. After sunset, therefore, the 
day of the Passover began. There are 
differences of judgment among Chris- 
tian scholars as to which day of the 
week was actually the one on which 
Jesus died on the cross. But we need not 
be. overconcerned about that. It is 
enough to know that He did give Him- 
self in fulfillment of the type when the 
appointed day arrived. It was the 14th of 
Nisan, A.D. 30, according to the best 
chronology. 


Verse by Verse 

Mark 14:12.—“The first day of un- 
leavened bread, when they killed the 
passover.” This, according to Exodus 
12:6, margin, was to take place, not only 
“in the evening,” but between the eve- 
nings; so on the first evening this scene 
in the upper room took place. The ques- 
tion of the disciples was a natural one. 
Neither Jesus nor any of them had a 
home ‘in Jerusalem. Therefore, accord- 
ing to an accepted Jewish custom, they 
must observe the Passover in some guest 
room provided by a friend. — 


Verse 13—‘“There shall meet you a 
man bearing d pitcher of water.” Ordi- 
narily, the women drew the water for 
the family and might be seen carrying 
the pitchers upon their heads or shoul- 
ders. It was most unusual for a man 
to do this. So the one foreknown by 
Jesus would be most conspicuous and 
easily distinguished from the mass who 
thronged Jerusalem at this time of the 
year. 


Verse 14—“Where is the guest-cham- 
ber?” Following this man to the house 
into which he was about to enter, the 
disciples were to inquire for suitable ac-

commodations for their Master and 
themselves to eat the roasted lamb. 


Verse 15.—“He will shew you a large 
upper room furnished . . . there make 
ready.” All was foreseen by Jesus, who 
knew exactly what was about to take 
place. 


Verse 16.—“His disciples . . . found 
as he had said unto them.” So will it 
ever be when those who profess to fol- 
low Him act in accordance with His 
Word. He will never fail to fulfill it. 


Verse 17.—“In the evening he cometh 
with the twelve.” What.a solemn occa- 
sion it must have been for Him!. He 
alone knew that He was the one of whom 
the Pascal Lamb was but a type, and in 
celebrating that feast He was foreshad- 
owing His own death. Not until all was 
over did the disciples understand the 
meaning of it. 


. Verse 18—“One of you which eateth 
with me shall betray me.” Judas, the 
traitor, was one of the Twelve who par- 
ticipated in the feast. Already he had 
laid his plans to betray Jesus, but with 
hypocritical boldness he dared to par- 
ticipate with the rest and with Jesus 
Himself in that memorial meal. We can 
imagine something of his amazement and 
consternation when he heard the Lord’s 
announcement and realized that his per- 
fidy was known already, but he con- 
tinued to attempt to cover it from the 
eyes of the rest. i po 


Verse 19.—“Is it I?” One by one they 
put the question, so Judas joined with 
the rest in this, thus endeavoring t0 
hide his guilt. 


Verse 20.—“It is one of the twelve, 
that dippeth with me in the dish.” That 
is, in the dish of bitter herbs that formed 
part of the Passover supper. We know 
from John's Gospel that Jesus indicated 
to him the one He meant, by handing 
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him a choice morsel—called the sop 
(John 13:21-27). 


Verse 21.—“Woe to that man by whom 


the Son of man is betrayed!” Terrible 
indeed was to be the betrayer’s doom. 
While God had foreseen the treachery 
of Judas, he acted of his own will, though 
under Satanic compulsion, and he must 
suffer accordingly. The terrible meaning 
of the words, “Good were it for that man 
if he had never been born,” precluded 
all hope that Judas might ever be saved, 
and so in themselves constitute a posi- 
tive denial of the dream of universal 
salvation, even for those who die in 
their sins. 


Verse 22.—“Take, eat: this is my body.” 
It is folly to take this literally, for the 
Lord sat at the table in His human body 
when He blessed a loaf of the Passover 
bread and then uttered these words. It 
is as though one held a photo in his 
hand and said, “This is my mother.” No 
one would suppose the card was changed 
into the mother herself — but all would 
understand it was a picture or represen- 
tation of her. So the Communion bread 
represents for us the body of Christ. 


Verse 23—“He took the cup.” This 
cup was on the table and was known 
as the cup of blessing. Jesus used it 
to picture the blood He was about to 
give up on the cross. 


Verse 24—“This is my blood .. . 
which is shed for many.” Actually, His 
blood was flowing still in His veins. So 
again we need to realize the cup is a 
memorial of that precious blood and 
should be received as such. 


Verse 25.—“I will drink no more of the 
fruit of the vine, until that day.” He 
looked forward to the day when the 
“kingdom of God” would be set up over 
all the earth in power. Then He will 
drink the cup of joy and gladness with 
all His redeemed ones. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


God uses outward signs to indicate 
spiritual realities. The Passover set forth 
in type the work of the cross. It was a 
prophetic picture of what was yet to be. 
The Lord’s Supper is a reminder of what 
has now become history — the sacrificial, 
atoning death of God’s beloved Son. 
There is no saving value in ordinances 
as such, but they are of great value when 
used of the Lord to draw our hearts out 
to Himself in adoring love and gratitude 
as we recall what His love has wrought 
on our behalf. We are to observe the 
Communion feast “till he come,” for 
whom we are to wait expectantly.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 

The Value of the Lord’s Supper. We 
are all prone to forget. In order that 
our minds might be drawn back to Him- 
self from time to time, Jesus gave us this 
memorial feast. It is not a sacrifice, for 
no other need be offered. Christ's work 
on the cross settled the sin question to 
the divine satisfaction. But in the Com- 
munion our minds are recalled from all 
earthly things to occupation ‘with ‘Christ 
in His death for us. Thus we show (or 
proclaim) the Lord’s death till He come. 
Manifestly, this is for believers only — 
for those who have trusted the Saviour 
and so can appreciate the value of His 
death. 


Summaries and Applications 


The early Christians designated the 
Lord’s Supper as thé Eucharist, which ‘is 
Greek for thanksgiving. As they remem- 
bered the Lord, their hearts went out 
to Him in praise and gratitude. 

Later, it was designated as a sacra- 
ment. This word referred to the oath 
of allegiance to the emperor taken by 
Roman soldiers. . So, as we remember 
the Lord, we renew our devotion to Him 
and express afresh our allegiance to His 
authority. 

It is a grievous mistake to think of 
participation in the Communion service 
as a procuring cause of salvation. It is

The Busy Men's Corner

“The Master saith, Where is the guest- 
chamber, where I shall eat... ?” (Mark 
14:14) —It is amazing how many bor- 
rowed things our Lord made use of on 
earth. A borrowed manger, a borrowed 
boat for a pulpit, a borrowed pillow, a 
borrowed penny, a borrowed colt, and 
here a borrowed room. And later His 
body was placed in a borrowed tomb. 

The guestchamber or room mentioned 
in our lesson was a literal room in a 
house in Jerusalem; but is not the Lord 
still asking, “Where is my room where I 
shall eat?” (See Rev. 3:20.) Happy the 
person who with the spirit and with the 
understanding answers, “I own no other 
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Master, my heart shall be Thy throne.” 


“A large upper room furnished and 
prepared” (v. 15).—A large room would 
be most suitable for Hirn when He had 
the Twelve with Him. An “upper” room 
would shut out the camel or sheep or 
other animals which had a portion of 
the lower part of the house allotted them. 
Because it was “furnished” with the 
necessary table and couches, and “pre- 
pared” with the loaf and the cup, a time 
of rest and communion could be imme- 
diately entered upon and enjoyed. 

Every heart. opened to Him -today 
should be “large” enough to embrace all 
who are the Lord’s —also large enough 
to pray for “all men” and desire that 
they hear the Gospel of Christ. “Upper,” 
in connection with us, would carry tbe 
thought of our living’ above all the 
noises and distractions of the world be- 
low. When our hearts are “furnished” 
with love, affection, and devotion, He is 
delighted to dwell therein. “Prepared” 
they should be also with a perfect will- 
ingness to do His bidding. 

Henry Drummond, speaking of the 
value of a little time spent alone with 
the Lord, said: “Five minutes spent in 
the companionship of Christ every morn- 
ing — aye, two minutes, if it is face to

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face and heart to heart—will change 
the whole day, will make every thought 
and feeling different, will enable you 
to do things for His sake that you would 
not have done for your own sake or 
for anyone. else’s sake.” 


“And his disciples went forth... and 
found as he had said unto them” (v. 16), 
—What marvelous opportunities the 
apostles had of seeing the Saviour’s om. 
niscience demonstrated ! In a former les. 
son we noticed that He knew exactly when 
to send them for the colt He needed: 
He told them just where they would 
find it, and under what circumstances, 
He assured: them in advance of the 
owner’s willingness for Him to use it, 
And on this occasion He informed them 
a man would meet them bearing a 
pitcher of water— whereas the women 
generally carried the water—and His 
description of the room revealed His 
foreknowledge of that item also. Co. 
incidence? No, omniscience! He knows 
all things. The “disciples . . . found as 
he had said unto them.” LEach person 
acting upon His word finds it exactly as 
He said unto them. It is so in the mat- 
ters of salvation, worship, service, guid- 
ance, and the like. Personally, I can 
say to His glory, I have been serving 
Him on faith lines for two score years, 
and have found it just as He said unto 
me. At times I feared it wouldn’t be 
just. as He said, but my fears were al- 
ways groundless — and needless. 


“And they made ready the passover” 
(v. 16).—The Passover celebrated Is- 
rael’s deliverance from Egypt (Exod. 12) 
It had been observed for centuries. 
Throughout Israel’s history there were 
some extraordinary observances of the 
Passover (2 Chron. 30:1-26; 35;18); but 
this one was the most noteworthy-of all! 
This was the last time it would be eaten 
before it was fulfilled! The lamb to 
be offered was present in the person of 
Christ! (“Christ our passover is sacri- 
ficed for us”—1 Cor. 5:7.) How would 
those disciples have felt and acted had 
they believed that their Master was the 
Passover Lamb — and that He was about 
to be offered ! 

Something of the Lord’s feelings on 
this occasion can be gathered from His 
words: “With desire I have desired to 
eat this passover with you before I suf- 
fer” (Luke 22:15). He knew perfectly 
that He was the fulfillment of the Pass- 
over. His suffering on the’ cross was 
essential to its fulfillment. Thus He 
celebrates the Passover before He insti- 
tutes the Lord’s Supper. 


“Good were it for that man if he had 
never been born” (v. 21).—A Christian 
was having a discussion with a person 
who did: not believe in the fact of éver- 
lasting punishment. The unbeliever even 
asserted that the Bible taught that death 
was annihilation. When the Christian 
asked him what sense there would be 
in the Saviour’s statement about Judas: 
“Good were it for that man if he had 
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never been born,” if Judas at death 
ceased to be? The unbeliever said he 
had never thought of that! 


“This is my body .. . This is my blood” 
(vs. 22-24).—Those who make a sacrifice 
(or Mass) of the Lord’s Supper, and 
teach that the bread is His actual body 
and the cup His literal blood, are over- 
looking the fact that Christ cannot be 
sacrificed now. The Scriptures forbid 
the thought that “he should offer him- 
‘elf often” (Heb. 9:25-28). He did it 
once for all, and is now seated at the 


right hand of the Majesty in the heavens. 


Jesus in His heavenly temple 

Sits with God upon the throne, 
Now no more to be forsaken,

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the thing on our own. How often that 
has been my own experience ! 

The Passover was the most important 
event of the year with the Jews. Every 
Jewish family, every home, every indi- 
vidual observed the sacred feast with 
great care and solemnity. Jesus and 
His disciples were devout Jews and of 
course celebrated the memorial in much 
earnestness. But there was a serious 
difficulty. Jesus had no home of His 
own, and His disciples had “left all” to 
follow Him. None of them had a place 
to spread a feast. They actually some- 
times ate their meals passing through 
the fields where they plucked the grain 
from the stalks. Now the time for the 
Passover had come round and the dis- 
ciples were wondering where and how 
they might celebrate it. It could hardly 
be expected that someone would offer 
the space and equipment necessary for 
it. Remember, Jesus had become very 
unpopular at this time, especially among 
the upper classes in ecclesiastical circles 
— indeed, they were trying to ensnare 
Him and cause Him to be put to death. 
Imagine a band of lepers or a group 
from a smallpox quarantine trying to 
engage a banquet hall. It would be just 
as difficult as that, if not even more so. 

So we are not surprised to read that 
“his disciples said unto him, Where wilt 
thou that we go and prepare that thou 
mayest eat the passover?” It was not 
the first time they had been at their 
wit’s end and had come to Him to solve 
the problem. Jesus was, of course, equal 
to the occasion, and promptly told them 
what to do. He said to two of the dis- 
ciples, “Go ye into the city, and there 
shall meet you a man bearing a pitcher 
of water: follow him. And wheresoever 

shall go in, say ye to the goodman of 
the house, The Master saith, Where is 
the guest-chamber, where I shall eat the 
passover with my disciples? And he will 
shew you a large upper room furnished 
and prepared: there make ready for us.

It required faith on the part of the 
two disciples to follow those instructions, 
But they must have been confident, for 
had they not seen Jesus do miracles be. 
fore, and something similar? When 
Simon Peter, now without an income 
(because he had left his fishing trade 
to follow Jesus), had to pay taxes, Jesus 
sent him to the seashore to catch a fish 
and find the tax money in the fish’s 
mouth. So the two disciples went forth 
and found the “large upper room fur. 
nished and prepared,” just as Jesus had 
said. 

I remember once hearing the saintly 
S. D. Gordon say, “You needn’t be afraid 
to go to housekeeping with Jesus!” And, 
fellows, He didn’t tell the disciples to 
prepare the Passover in just any little 
old room they might find, but “a large 
upper room furnished and prepared.” 
Too often we cramp our. work for our 
Lord, crowd it into a corner: just a little 
minute for prayer time, but large spaces 
for the things we do for ourselves — for 
sport, for amusement, and sometimes 
just for nothing at all. We never lose 
anything (rather, we gain largely) when 
we devote large spaces of our time, our 
money, our affections, and our invest- 
ments for our great Master. He pays 
it back a hundredfold. Look at Matthew

BOUT fifteen hundred years before 
Christ one of the most amazing 
events of all history took place in the 
land of Egypt. ore than 600,000 men, 
who had been slaves all their lives, were 
set free in a single night. They started 
out that same night for ‘the land of Pal- 
estine, where they became at one time 
the richest nation on earth. And today 
that same people is once again recog- 
nized as a nation.

This was called 
the Feast of the Passover. Did you find 
where the name “Passover” came from?

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fast enough to catch him. He knew tbe 
heart of the owner of the house into 
which the man would enter. He knew 
exactly what the inside of the house 
was like.) Read verse 16. See how 
simply this is told. _If this were in the 
newspaper instead of in the Bible it 
would be in big headlines such as “Room 
located in amazing way,” or “Moving 
landmark guides searchers.” 

Read verse 17. Find out if anyone 
came late to that service (Luke 22:14). 
What sad thing did the Lord tell them 
at that Passover Feast? (It would seem 
that eleven of the disciples supposed that 
the Lord would be accidentally betrayed 
by one of their number.) Remember 
Thomas had once said, “Let us also go 
[with him], that we may die with him”; 
and the others felt the same way. Who 
was it going to be? What, in verse 21, 
shows us that Judas was not saved later? 

After the Passover Feast was finished, 
Christ instituted the Lord’s Supper. 
The Passover had pointed forward to 
the coming Lamb of God. The type 
was to be fulfilled at that particular 
Passover time. So the Lord Jesus insti- 
tuted.a new service which would point 
backward to the cross. The death of 
Christ is the greatest event that ever 
took place in the whole universe. 

In the celebration of the Catholic Mass, 
only the priest drinks of the cup. How 
does that differ from the Lord’s Supper 
described here? 

Why should all true Christians take 
part’ in the Communion service? Be- 
cause Jesus said, “This do in remem- 
brance of me” (Luke 22:19). Observance 
of the Lord’s Supper has been called the 
dying request of the Lord Jesus. He 
made it on the same night in which He 
was betrayed. When we carry out His 
request, we are showing to men and to 
angels that we do love Him, and that His 
death means something to us. 

I once asked a Christian girl why she 
did not come to the Communion service. 
She replied, “I don’t care to. I don’t 
seem to get anything out of it.” I won- 
der if that reply did not grieve the heart 
of Him who gave His life that she might 
live. 

Picture a lover going on a government 
mission in time of war, which would 
mean certain death. Just before he 
leaves, he hands his picture to his sweet- 
heart, saying, “Please look at this pic- 
ture sometimes and think of me.” She 
replies, “I don’t care to. I don’t think 
I would get anything out of it.” What 
would he think of her, and of her love 
tor him? 

The question is not whether we get 
anything out of such a service. We 
surely ought to! Many of the Lord’s 
choicest servants have said that the Com- 
munion service is to them the most pre- 
cious thing on earth. But whether we 
feel that way or not is not the point. 
The important thing is, “What does the 
Lord get out of it?” Do you care any- 
thing about Him? Does His death-mean

Just a few letters, 
maybe numbers. But that card pictures 
all your hours and hours and hours of 
school work this past year; it is your 
report card. It is also a picture of next 
year’s work, for near the bottom it will 
say, “Promoted” or “Not promoted.” Lit- 
tle things may be pictures of big, im- 
portant things! 

Once every year the Jews killed a 
lamb and had it for supper... I suppose 
they often had lamb to eat in that sheep 
country, but this lamb supper was very 
special because it was a picture of some- 
thing important. (Draw a lamb or use 
a picture. Tell briefly the story of the 
Passover in Egypt. At the left of the 
lamb, draw a door — three lines is suffi- 
cient— and color red spots over it and 
at each side to represent the blood.) But 
that Passover lamb which the Jews ate 
every year also pictured (though they 
did not know it) the Lord Jesus Christ, 
“the Lamb of God,” who was to die on 
the cross that His blood might save from 
death for sin all those who believed in 
Him (1 Cor. 5:7). (At the right of the 
lamb draw a red cross. Draw arrows 
from the lamb toward the door and 
toward the cross.) 

The last day that the Lord was with 
His disciples before He was put on the 
cross, Peter and John got the Passover 
lamb supper ready. The Lord gave them 
a special sign to know where they were 
to have the supper. What was it? The 
Lord may have been secretive about the 
place so Judas would not know before- 
hand where they were going. I suppose 
ity know what Judas was planning to 
oO. 

Supper came. All twelve were there, 
but after a while Judas left (John 13: 
26-30). The Lord Jesus gave His dis- 
ciples a new picture to remember Him 
—to remember His death on the cross, 
His body was going to be injured and 
hurt: slapping and whipping, thorns, 
nails, and a spear— He would take the 
punishment which they should have had 
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for sin. He took some bread, blessed it, 
and broke it. “Take, eat: this is my body, 
which is broken for you: this do in re- 
membrance of me” (1 Cor. 11:24). What 
a picture! Then He took the cup with 
the grape juice in it, and gave thanks. 
He told them all to drink it— the red- 
dish juice — “This is my blood . . . which 
is shed for many.” Another picture! 
Christians still keep these pictures of 
the Lord Jesus, as He asked them, in 
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a dish, and a glass with red contents, 
and an arrow pointing toward cross.) 
Are you one of the many for whom 
Christ said He was shedding His blood? 
Have you*done wrong things that would 


have to be punished? Then will you 
today take Him for your Saviour? (Ex- 
plain more fully in leading to decisions.)

OR today I would rather use the

This lesson and the next two are sad 
lessons, but they are the story of the 
farewell and suffering and“death of our 
Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ, and so 
we must study them, for it is through 
His death that we have life. 

Jesus knew that the Pharisees and the 
rulers of the Jews were planning to kill 
Him. He even knew their thoughts, and 
He knew, too, that they could not put 
Him to death, they could not take his 
life from Him; but He knew that He 
would lay down His life for the sin of 
the world. 

Knowing all this, He went with His 
disciples to Jerusalem to the Feast of 
the Passover. Today we have the story 
of how He sent two of the disciples into 
the city, telling them they would see a 
man bearing a pitcher of water. We 
may think that would be a hard way 
to find anybody, but it was an unusual 
thing for a man to carry water. That 
was the work of the women. Don’t you 
remember how Rebekah, back in the 
Old Testament, even drew water for the 
camels of Eleazer, the servant of Abra- 
ham? And you remember the woman at 
the well in Sychar. I think the man 
carrying the pitcher must have been a 
servant, and you will notice that Jesus 
told them to follow him, and then talk 
to the man of the house wherever he 
went. And they were to tell the man 
of the house, “The Master saith, Where 
is the guest-chamber, where I shall eat 
the passover with my disciples?” Jesus 
told them the man would show them a 
large upper room all furnished and made 
ready. 

The two disciples went into the city, 
and sure enough, there was the man 
carrying the pitcher. They followed him 
and found the good man of the house, 
and everything came to pass just as the 
Lord had said it would, 


And the two disciples made ready the 
Passover. Do you remember what they 
had at the Passover that night before 
they were brought out of Egypt? A lamb 
roasted with fire, and unleavened bread 
and bitter herbs. 

After they had partaken of the Pass- 
over, the Lord took bread and broke it 
and gave it to them, and said, “This is 
my body.” Then He took the cup and 
gave thanks, and said, “This is my blood 
of the new testament, which is shed for 
many.” They all drank of it. And so 
the Lord began on that last night with 
His disciples that service which we call 
the Lord’s Supper, or the Communion 
service, which we still have in our 
churches, for Jesus told them to keep 
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on having it in remembrance of Him, 
until He should return to earth. 

Just think of it, for over nineteen hun- 
dred years Christians have been taking 
the bread and the cup in Communion 
services in many lands, in loving re- 
membrance of the Lord, but some day 
He will come and then we will see Him 
and be with Him, and we will not need 
anything to remind us of Him. How 
wonderful that will.be! 

Jesus was sad that night at leaving 
these men who had gone with Him for 
so long, for He knew how they would 
fail when He was gone. They were very 
sorrowful because He told them one of 
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WILD OLIVES— 


ISRAEL is God’s olive 
tree, into which believ- 
ers from among the 
gentiles (wild olives) 
were grafted when 
‘some of the branches 
were broken off.’’ 

(Rom. 11:17) 
But God will graft in 
again the natural 
branches, 
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them would betray Him. Of course 
Judas knew he was the one, but the 
others could not guess who would do 
such a thing. They couldn't understand 
why Christ should die. They had thought 
He would set up a kingdom and set 
them free from the Romans who ruled 
over them. How could He do that if 
He died? They just didn’t understand 
that He came to die for sinners. So 
their hearts were heavy as they sang 
that last hymn and went out into the 
Mount of Olives, and to that place called 
the Garden of Gethsemane, where the 
suffering of the Lord Jesus for our sins 
became terrible, so terrible that He sweat 
great drops of blood. 

Oh, how much we ought to love Him, 
because He first loved us enough to die 
for us!

compose his first love letter to a girl 
back in Syria whom he had secretly 
admired. 

Playtime in the home gives the neces- 
sary relaxation from the tension of life. 
Simple games, if they do not become 
obsessions, teach co-operation and team 
work, as well as competition, when they 
are participated in by several members 
of the family. Croquet in the back yard 
helps to keep the boys and girls home 
after school. Dominoes teach the chil- 
dren simple addition. A checker game, 
which is much simpler than chess; pro- 
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automatic bell instrument ever

vides one with the opportunity of keep- 
ing ahead of the opponent by discerning 
his moves, and of being quick to take 
advantage of an opening. Games, if not 
overemphasized, add polish to the mind 
and keenness to the sensibilities. They 
also sometimes act as bridges in the 
spanning of friendships. 

To illustrate this point, I relate an in- 
cident which took place fourteen years 
ago. A certain young man who be- 
longed to the flock that I served in a 
distant city had matriculated in one of 
our modern universities. He had lost his 
grip on the Word of God, and had grad- 
ually been led into an implicit faith in 
Communism. Some time after his de- 
fection, he was stricken with infantile 
paralysis, and returned to his home, 
where he was cared for by his godly 
mother. 

When I first visited him, I was warned 
that it would be better if I did not talk 
religion to him. Therefore, on the oc- 
casion of my pastoral calls, we avoided 
all controversial subjects. However, we 
had a mutual liking for checkers, and 
occasionally we played a game or two 
together. By this means there grew up 
a friendship between us. And when the 
young man recovered from his illness, 
he immediately became a faithful at- 
tendant at the church services, where 
he heard the Word of God proclaimed. 
Although he never returned to his first 
aim in life—to become a foreign mis- 
sionary — yet today he is a sincere Chris- 
tian. Checkers assisted in leading him 
back to the right path. His mother’s 
prayers helped even more. 

The playing of games also teaches the 
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participants how to become good losers. 
One cannot win all the time. So, in 
the game of life, eventually we are 
bound to suffer reverses. Let us. there- 
fore, when something goes against our 
wishes, retire from the field of action 
in a graceful manner, and not give vent 
to our feelings by breathing forth threat- 
enings. “I know both how to be abased. 
and I know how to abound,” said Paul 
(Phil. 4:12). Games give us practice in 
knowing how. 

As for discipline in the home, this is 
an activity which we Americans are 
prone to neglect. No wonder children 
no longer obey their parents. As one 
father put it, “I would not think of hit- 
ting my child — except in self defense !” 
As for the mothers, poor disciplinarians 
that many are, they no longer strike 
their children at all. One son wrote 
to me while I was up at the front on 
Guadalcanal, “Dear Dad, come home 
quick. When Mother spanks she only 
tickles.” Some twenty months later, in 
answer to this plea and others like it, 
I did return home. Since then it has 
been my duty to administer a spanking 
or two. 

The Lord sent to our home four chil- 
dren. They, like their parents, are of 
average ability and talents. We had 
always prayed for anywhere from seven 
to a dozen babies. Last summer at camp 
one of my sons was engaged in much 
mischief. If there was anything unusual 
astir, he was sure to be in “with the 
gang.” At last my patience reached the 
breaking point; I determined that I 
would give him a good spanking at my 
earliest opportunity. However, before 
doing so, I consulted another camper, 
who was a friend of my son. 

“Does your father ever spank you?” I 
inquired. 

“Oh, yes, Chaplain; yes, he does.” 

“Well, I'm going to spank P— this 
morning. He’s broken too many camp 
rules.” 

“It’s all for the best, Chaplain; it’s all 
for the best,” was the quick response. 

Thereupon, without further delay, I 
performed my parental duty. Yet all 
day long I was sick at heart. But he 
was a good boy for the rest of the sum- 
mer. Perhaps he forgot the sting of the 
spanking, but remembered the lesson he 
had learned from the hand of his father. 

Discipline, whether by corporal pun- 
ishment or by other means just as ef- 
fective, is all for the good of these boys 
and girls whom God has sent to brighten 
up our homes and add zest to our lives. 

Finally, it is the finished product that 
counts. “Ye shall know them by their 
fruits” (Matt. 7:16), said our Lord. *

meeting, were regularly attended by all 
members of the family. When she was 
a girl, my mother found as her closest 
companions those children who lived 
next door: Albert, Henry, Fred, Charles, 
Sally, and Emma. They were all brought 
up in the evangelical Christian faith. As 
a result of the encouragement they re- 
ceived at home to better themselves, each 
one of the children seemed to prosper. 
Due to the rise of Modernism and its 
wide sweep of influence among the larger 
Protestant bodies, along with the gen- 
eral decline in piety among the Ameri- 
can people, perhaps some members of 
this family have drifted along with the 
changing times. What household has 
not been affected by the modern wave of 
worldliness? Nevertheless, this family 
of leaders owes its inspiration to the 
simple faith of Christian parents and 
the moral impetus of a godly home. 

Far be it from us to glory in promi- 
nence, fame, or that transient quality 
commonly known as popularity. There- 
fore, whether our children develop into 
Christian leaders or Christian followers 
(the world needs a few of the former 
and hosts of the latter); or whether they 
become distinguished or remain obscure 
(fame, like obscurity, in the end comes 
to naught —sic transit gloria mundi). is 
of very little importance. The question 
is this: Are we, as Christian parents, 
doing our part in the home by making 
Jesus Christ the unseen Guest at every 
meal, the silent Listener to each conver- 
sation, and the Examiner of every 
thought? If He is not the King of our 
lives and homes, then He says, “Behold, 
I stand at the door, and ‘knock” (Rev. 
3:20). If He i$ present, then, and only 
then can it be said, “Our home is Chris- 
tian.”

So, next day, they set off together, 
Selvam leading his blind friend and do- 
ing all he could to make the long, weary 
journey as easy as possible. Arriving 
at the hospital, at last, the doctor looked 
grave. 

“My little brother, we will do our best 
for you, but there must be an operation 
on your eyes, and I cannot give you 
much hope of seeing again. God, our 
Heavenly Father, whom we worship 
here, does, however, hear and answer 
our prayers in very wonderful ways.” 

Kazi was never to forget the words 
he heard before the operation: “Oh, 
loving Father, enable us to give back 
sight to this boy. Grant that he may 
learn to see Jesus his Saviour.” 

A month later, the bandages were 
taken off, and, although things were very 
dim for a time, Kazi gradually began 
to see the hills growing clearer. Dur- 
ing those weeks of darkness everyone 
had prayed much for him and told him 
about Jesus the Saviour.

(Luke 4:16-21)

HE work of the church of Christ in 
the two remaining territories of the 
United States, Hawaii and Alaska, is 
seen in great contrast, although in some 
respects the problems are similar. Mis- 
sionary work began in Hawaii’as early 
as 1820, when a little band of seventeen 
Missionaries reached the island from 
America to begin what was to become the 
famous Mission of the American Board 
to the Hawaiian Islands. A situation 
almost unique and ideal aWaited them. 
Following a unification of several tribes 
under one strong chieftain, the Ha- 
Waiians themselves had turned against 
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their idols, destroyed their temples, and 
had begun the abolishment of the tabu, 
which had gripped the people in super- 
stitious fear and bondage. In a sense, 
the missionaries found the people with- 
out a religion, and although the way 
was not all smooth, nevertheless, slowly 
but surely, a band of devout Christians 
was formed. Even the queen mother 
and other members of the royal family 
took an active interest in the work of 
the Gospel. 

In 1822, there were some 577 baptized 
members of the Christian church. Then, 
in 1837, came “The Great Awakening,” 
largely attributed to the evangelistic 
tours of the Rev. Titus Coan. The re- 
vival continued in full force until 1843, 
and is accredited with adding some 27,- 
000 converts to the church. 

By 1852, strong Christian churches had 
spread throughout the island, and for- 
eign missionary agencies from America 
and elsewhere were beginning gradually 
to withdraw, and turn the work over 
to the native church. In 1870, on the 
fiftieth anniversary of the founding of 
the American Board, announcement was 
made of its decision to withdraw from 
the field, and leave the work entirely to 
native leadership. 

In 1894, Hawaii became a republic, and 
in 1898, it was annexed to the United 
States. Then in 1900 it was organized as 
a territory. Since that time the prob- 
lems of the Christian church have been 
greatly complicated by the influx of the 
large numbers of other races, bringing 
with them their religions and customs. 
In 1940, out of a population of more 
than 423,000, some 14,375 were pure Ha- 
waiians and 49,535 were part Hawaiian, 
or about a total of 15.2 per. cent. .Other 
large racial groups are Caucasian, Jap- 
anese, and Filipinos. 


Alaska’s first contact with Christianity 
came: through the Greek Orthodox 
Church, whose representatives followed 
the early Russian pioneers, across the 
Bering Strait, and down along the coast 
of southern Alaska. But these efforts 
did little more than to welcome into the 
Greek church many of the heathen cus- 
toms and superstitions of the animistic 
natives. 

In 1867, Alaska was purchased from 
Russia by the United States, but it was 
not until 1876 that Christian missionary 
work was definitely established in the 
territory. In that year, the Presbyte- 
rian Board sent out Peter MacKay, who 
was later followed by Sheldon Jackson, 
Amanda MacFarland, and others. To- 
day, many of the large evangelical de- 
nominations have missionary efforts in 
Alaska. By agreement, the territory has 
been divided up into fields of effort so 
that the work of denominations is not 
compétitive or overlapping. There are 
also several faith missions whieh have 
representatives in the territory.

Missionary work in Alaska today faces 
many real difficulties and problems 
There is a small, stable white popula. 
tion, largely in the cities along the coast, 
and in a few inland towns. Among 
these, the problems of indifference and 
inconsistency and sin are much the same 
as among the while population here in 
the States. 

There is also a large floating popula. 
tion. In the gold rush days of the 1890's, 
this population was often a hard, ruth. 
less element, exploiting the natives 
morally and leaving behind a trail of 
half-breed orphans. 

In modern times the strategic position 
of Alaska as a military base has brought 
an influx of army and navy and air force 
and civilian government representatives, 
needing the Gospel as here at home, but 
very difficult to reach. 

The industrial life of Alaska centers 
largely around its fisheries and its min- 
ing industries. In the case of the fish- 
eries, the whole male population of’a 
town or village will sometimes migrate 
for weeks, and here again the work ‘of 
the missionary is complicated by a fluc- 
tuating congregation. 

In the’ main, the natives are simple, 
warm-hearted; and friendly, but as is 
always the case, they are more prone 
to imitate the white man’s vices than 
his virtues. The problem of alcohol in 
Alaska is enormous. One veteran. mis- 
sionary said to the writer that if the 
people of the United States could only 
understand what they did to the native 
Alaskans when they repealed the Eight- 
eenth Amendment, they would be horri- 
fied. 

But with all the problems and diffi- 
culties, there are many testimonies_ to 
the saving faith of the Gospel of the 
Lord Jesus Christ in Alaska today. When 
reached with the true Gospel, the natives 
become happy, radiant Christians, and 
loyally support native churches in many 
of the outlying villages and islands, and 
join with the white population in con- 
gregations in the coastal cities. Pray 
for Alaska missions.

the man who says he loves God and 
hates his brother is a liar, we have a 
bumper crop. 

‘When love toward God abates we be- 
gin to love what we ought to hate. 
Prayer meetings become a drudgery and 
the movies a delight. We say of the 
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house of God, like the people of Malachi’s 


day, “Behold, what a weariness is it!” 
When we love God we hate sin, we abhor 
that which is evil, we abstain from the 
very appearance of evil. “The fear of 
the Lord is to hate evil” (Prov. 8:13). 
“If any man love the world, the love 
of the Father is not in him” (1 John 2: 
15). We have lost our sensitiveness to 
sin. We have become tolerant of evil. 
We say, “Oh, well, things are not so 
bad; they could be worse.” We think 
it a mark of broadmindedness to grow 
lenient toward sin, when actually it 
means that our love has grown cold. 

Here is a test of our spiritual state: 
Do I now allow what once I abhorred? 
When the love of God abates, love of 
evil abounds. The man who tolerates sin 
will soon endorse and practice sin, 

Has your love died down? Then stir 
up the gift of God that is within you, 
Repent and pray that the love of God 
may be shed afresh in your heart by the 
Holy Spirit. Jesus asked Peter, “Lovest 
theu me?” Everything else stems from 
that. When we love Him we will love 
the sheep and we will feed the sheep 
and we will go after lost sheep. 

In Scotland years ago befere matches 
were invented, the fires went out in a 
certain community. The neighbors be- 
gan to search for a house where smoke 
still curled from a chimney. Finally on 
a hillside they found one little cottage 
where the fire still burned. Presently 
they. came from all around to get a 
shovelful of coals to carry back to their 
own blackened hearths and after awhile 
the cheerful flames burned all over the 
neighborhood. 

The fires are going out all over the 
world today. Keep your heart-fires 
burning and others will be drawn by 
your warmth to seek coals for their 
hearths. If the ashes have accumulated, 
get rid of them. and stir up God’s gift 
within you. Beware of abounding law- 
lessness and abating love! 

May Thy rich grace impart

“Baalbek Palmyra” 


By David M. Robinson. Photo- 
graphs by Hoyningen-Huene, (J. J. 
Augustin Pub., New York 18; $7.50.) 
A review by Wilbur M. Smith, D.D., 
Professor of Apologetics, Fuller The- 
ological Seminary, Pasadena, Calif. 


NE August day in 1925, five of us, 

who were touring Europe, Egypt, 
and Palestine together, started out with 
a guide for Damascus, leaving Beirut 
about seven o’clock in the morning. 
After we had been gone for some time, 
winding through the Lebanon Mountains, 
the guide said to us, “We ought to spend 
an hour at Baalbek.” I said, “What is 
Baalbek?” Why I should have been so 
utterly ignorant of this enormous pile 
of ruins, by some called the greatest 
ruin of antiquity in the world, I do not 
know. When we came to it, however, 
I was overwhelmed, almost stunned 
with the enormity of what I saw. Some- 
how, I have been almost irresistibly 
drawn to it again and again, and, from 
that day to this, the thought of Baalbek 
and its meaning fascinates me more than 
any other ruin I have ever seen. For 
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some strange reason, the only scholarly’ 
publications about this city, up to the 
present time, have been written by Ger. 
mans and published:in Germany, in the 
German language. I think this present 
volume, with the most wonderful photo. 
graphs one could ask for, is the first 
account of the ruins of Baalbek to ap. 
pear in the English language in our 
century, written by a scholar. 

Dr. David M. Robinson, in addition to 
many lectureships, and visiting profes. 
sorships, has been a Professor of Classi- 
eal Archaeology and Epigraphy in Johns 
Hopkins University for thirty-five years, 
Dr. Robinson calls the ruins of Baalbek 
“the most impressive Hellenistic site in 
Syria,” and concludes his brief essay by 
saying that here. are “the temples of 
Jupiter, Bacchus, and Venus which are 
the equals in beauty of any elsewhere. 
No finer achievement in axial planning 
was made in antiquity.. Baalbek stands 
out_as one of the grandest citadel-sites, 
like the Athenian Acropolis.” Here, 
among other wonders, are the three 
gigantic stones, 64, 63%, and 62% feet 
respectively, by 14 feet high and 11 feet 
thick. They have been lifted 26 feet 
above the ground to the third layer of 
the walls, and so accurately joined that 
the blade of a knife cannot be inserted 
between the joints. How these stones 
were quarried and lifted up, no one to- 
day knows, though there are many the- 
ories. In fact, though these enormous 
temples were probably built in the first 
and second centuries of our era by Ro- 
man emperors, it is mot even known 
which emperor built them. These huge 
architectural achievements are not re- 
ferred to in contemporary Roman liter- 
ature. Some believe that the founda- 
tions were’ laid as early as the times 
of the Phoenicians. This place has suf- 
fered from the violence of nature and 
the violence of man almost more than 
any other single site in the ancient Near 
East. At least six earthquakes have 
violently shaken Baalbek since these 
temples. were efected, and’ again and 
again invaders have slaughtered those 
living in the town, have burned the 
temples, and used what remained for a 
fortress. That anything should still be 
standing is a miracle. 


I have not seen this in print, and per- 
haps the idea may be a foolish one, but 
I have often thought that, at Baalbek, 
Satan made one great final attempt ‘in 
that early Christian Era to stem the tide 
of the Gospel and to erect, in the name 
of the pantheon of pagan deities of the 
Mediterranean, especially the gods of 
wine, love, and the sun, temples so pow- 
erful, so magnificent, so irresistible, that 
all who lived at the eastern end of the 
Mediterranean would still be held in the 





bondage and darkness and deception and 
lasciviousness of a Graeco-Roman fre- 
ligion which was already” falling to 
pieces with corruption.

Jan’s Victory. By Betty Morgan Bowen. 
(Longmans, Green and Co., Inc., New 
York 3; $2.50.) The war was over, and 
the Maartin family were returning to 
their bombed island home—all except 
the father, who had lost his life trying 
to save that of a spy. But sixteen-year- 
old Jan could find no balm for his bit- 
terness, since the spy returned, too, and 
seemed to bewitch everyone with his 
music. Neighbors are Heaven-kind, and 
with them Jan plunges into the rebuild- 
ing, but hate drives all the good cheer 
out of labor. Then when pretty Lotje 
declares him utterly wrong about the 
old spy, it seems like the last straw. But 
Mevrouw Maartin has a birthday, and 
among the gifts is one — yes, two — sur- 
prises that melt the proud, young heart 
to penitence and restitution. 

Others also figure in the story, espe- 
cially sweet Merie with her understand- 
ing heart so full of music, and so close 
to God; and small Bertje, who runs away 
to find out how his father “got deaded”; 
and the baby seal, which the children 
befriend with bottle, tube, and goat’s 
milk. Altogether it is a charming tale 
full of the sights, sounds, and clean sea 
smell of Holland. The author, who does 
the pictures also, was one of the recon- 
struction group sent out by the Ameri- 
can Friends Service Committee. 


Getting the Right Pitch. By Peter H. 
Eldersveld. (Wm. B, Eerdmans Pub. Co., 
Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $2.) Sixteen mes- 
sages are brought together in a book 
of 149 pages. They were given over the 
radio by the author, who is the minis- 
ter of the “Back to God Hour” conducted 
by the Christian Reformed Church. 

The precious ‘Gospel message is 
preached with complete fidelity to the 
Word of God. The Bible is offered to 
a needy world as God’s revelation of 
Himself and His Son, the Lord Jesus 
Christ. The author points out that for 
many “it is an insult to our pride to 
know that Christ died for our sins, and 
so we fabricate the wildest notions — 
climbing the ladder of spirituality.” It 
is further pointed out that the Bible may 
be lost by sinner and saint alike. The 
sinner loses it by building false doc- 
trines; the saint loses it by denying it in 
daily living. An earnest plea for its 
rediscovery is made. The writer is gifted 
with the ability to use many illustrations 
with effectiveness. 


Secrets of Romanism. By Joseph Zac- 
chello, D.D. (May be ordered from 


author, P.O. Box 381, Times Square Sta- 
tion, New York 18; $2, paper.} In these 
days of gracious tolerance, when by 
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some it is considered truly Christian to 
accept Romanism as just another branch 
of the Christian Church, it is time that 
more Protestant church people became 
accurately informed from the inside 
about the great Roman Church and its 
system. 

The writer of “Secrets of Romanism” 
has rendered a real service by showing 
the contrast between what Rome teaches 
in her dogmas and what the Bible, even 
the Roman Catholic Bible, actually
